LONDON, Sept. 23.—Viscourt 
Morley of Blackburn, former Lord 
President of the Council and Sec- 
retary of State for India, died this 
morning. He was 85 years of 


age. 
Successfully _minging letters 
and statecraft, Viscount Morley at- 
tained remarkable eminence ia 
both spheres. In letters he was 
best known for his biographical 
studies, such as his lives of Burke, 
Voltaire, Cobden, Diderot, Crom- 
well and Gladmone; while in 
statesmanship his most notable 
achievements were as Chief Secro- 
tary for Ireland in the Gladstone 
“Home Rule Cabinet,” and later 
as Secretary of State for Indi« 
His retirement from 
= pee life came only when he was 
7 years old, shortly after the out- 
break of the European war. He 
was then Lord President of the 
Council in the Asquith Cabine*, 
and was one of the older men to 
give way to the popular clamor for 
youhger and less partisan men 


PRONOUNCED LIBERAL 
As a landmark in British politics

As an orator 
he became one of the most com- 
manding men in England, though 
his success was attained againat 
what was then something of a 
prejudice against the literary states- 
man. He was not an orator like 
Mr. Gladstone, but he was a forc- 
ible, direct speaker, addressing 
the reason of his auditors rathe:

When Gladstone formed what is 
known as the Home Rule Cabinet 


of Ireland. His

The 
mere fact that Mr. Morley was the 
most distinguished statesman who 
had ever been called upon to pre- 
side over the destinies of India had 
a salutary effect at a time when 
there was great unrest. Through- 
out his five years service at the 
head of the India office, he had to 
deal with such perplexing prob- 
lems as partition of Bengal, the 
relative status of military and civil 
authorities in the scheme of In- 
dian government; and he had to 
wind up the negotiations that. fol- 
lowed on the éxpedition to Tibet. 
VISITS AMERICA TWICE 

Mr. Morley paid two visits to 
America, one while he was a young 
man, and one in 1904, when he de- 
livered the Founder's Day address 
at Carnegie Inatitute, Pittsburg. 
Andrew Carnegie was one of Mr. 
Morley’s numerous admirers in 
America, and in testimony of his 
regard he presented the distin- 
pyr Englishman with the late 

rd Acton's library of 70,000 vwol- 
umes. 

One interesting phase of Lerd 
Morley's career is the fact that he 
was an avowed agnostic. On the 
occasion of*his* taking a seat for 
the first time in the House of 
Lords he refused to repeat and sub- 
scribe t6 the oath of allegiance, 
owing to the religious terms used 
in the phraseology, and claimed 
the rightsto make thereof an affir- 
mation. “The difficulty was finally 
surmounted by making necessary 
alterations in the form of the oath 
so as to enable Lord Morley to 
subscribe to it without offending his 
scruples. It was said to be the 
first time in the annals of the 
House of Lords, which extend back 
for some 800 years, that any peer 
had balked at the religious form

Also she is a trouper, 
getting full value of both senti- 
ment and humor in her lines. She 
plays the role of Jerry quite away 
from the beaten path. Instead of 
making Jerry hard, snappy, sar- 
donic, she makes her entirely hu- 
man, tremendously appealing, puts 
the muffler on lines that might be 
rather roughly handled in less 
charming “hands, and is altogether 
the delightfully luring gir}, So 
that we are not surprised that 
Uncle Steve. fastidious as he was, 
fell head over ears in love with 
her. Two other big hits of the 
show ar@ Iva Shepard, as the non- 
chalant and hard-boiled Mabel, 
and Grace Gordon in the role of 
the Boyish Topsy 8st.
